Lloyd George Says War Prolonged. 
Two Years by Action of Turks 
London.—Prior to prorogation§ of 

the House of Commons for its sum- 
mer recess, there was a discussion on 
the situation in the Near East, during 
the course of which the Government 
was urged to bring about an immedi 
ate settlement of the differences be 
tween Greece and Turkey. 

Mr. Lloyd Gorge, in reply tu ques- 
tions, said the Government had noth 
ing to conceal in its policy, and de- 
sired above all that peace should be 
established in the Near East. Re- 
viewing Great. Britain's relations 
with Turkey, he said this country 
had fought one big war to preserve 


Turkey from extinction and had con-| 
stantly intervened to protect her 
from attack,
